Approve the Water Rights Deed transferring 6.23 acre-feet of water rights
from Washoe County to Robert Howell. (Commission District 2.)
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SUMMARY

Washoe County is conveying a portion of permit 5791,4, being 6.23 acre-feet of Washoe
Valley ground water rights to Mr. Robert Howell. These water rights were dedicated to
Washoe County for the benefit of Mr. Howell in support of future land development in
Washoe Valley. Due to economic downfum, no land development was ever completed.

Washoe County Strategic Objective supported by this item: Stewardship of Our
Community.

PREYIOUS ACTION

August 28,2012,the Board of County Commissioners approved water rights deed
conveying a portion of this same water rights permit to Umpqua Bank. This deed is
recorded as document number 4149674 within the office of Washoe County recorder's
office.

BACKGROT]NI)

The subject water rights were dedicated in 2009 for future unspecified development by
Mr. Howell. However, Mr. Howell has no immediate plans to proceed with any
development in Washoe Valley, and by letter dated May 9,2016 (attached), he has
requested the re-conveyance of these uncommitted water rights.

FISCAL IMPACT

There is no fiscal impact associated with execution of the Water Rights Deed.

RECOMMENDATION

It is recommended that the Board of County Commissioners approve the Water Rights
Deed transferring 6.23 acre-feet of water rights from Washoe County to Robert Howell.
